A Third Argument was founded upon a Petition 
of the Greenland Trade, which likewile reprefented 
the great Confiumption of Whzale-bone which would 
be occafidined by the prefent Pafljion, and the Benes 
fit which would thereby accrue .tt{ that Branch of 
the Britifh Trade.
